The widespread destruction by such stock and game- 
killing animals as wolves, cayotes, mountain lions and 
bobcats has resuited in defensive organizations en a 
large scale to limit losses from these sources. A con- 
stant, desultory warfare. has been conducted against 
these animais by the payment of bounty and otherwise 
since early in the occupation of North America by Euro- 
peans and the lack of results of such sporadic. efforts 
was amply demonstrated. During the past ten years there 
has been a steady growth of correlated effort between 
Federal, State and local agencies. Well organized car- 
paigns have resulted and have been vigorously conducted. 

The fierce destructiveness of large wolves and 
of mountain lions is so great that it became necessary 
to eliminate them from the more important pasture ranges 
and this had been largely accomplished. The coyote is 
one of the most widespread of all the predatory animals 
and has been so numerous in the aggregate that it is 
probably the most destructive of them all. Enormous 
numbers of coyotes are killed each year but they have 
so many young to the litter, are so cunning, and adapt 
themselves so readily to chaneine conditions in their 


surroundings, including warfare against them by man, 
that they have ee remarkabe ability to maintain 
themselves. In parts of the We est, hovever, the cam- 
paigs ageinst them have mate rially reduced their 
numbers. Steady, consistent headw ay is being made - 
against them through the extended camoaigns that are 
now being carried on in cooperation between the Biol- 
ogical Survey, State departments, the Extension per- 
vice and stockmen's organizations. Vigorous prosecu- 
tion of campaigns ageins predatory animals is required 
to save livestocis from destruction and to permit econ- 
omical and vrofiteble utilization for livestock Hae 
duction of great areas of valuable range land. 3
